New York, February 11.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press. From European Cables 
of the Day.)—The British continue 
their objective.

In the Gorizia sector of the former 
theater the Austrians are reported to 
have entered Italian trenches, inflict- 
ed heavy casualties on the defenders 
and captured 665 men. In addition, ma- 
chine guns, bomb-throwers and much 
war material were taken.

STRUCK BY CAR, DIES 


Prominent Traveling Man Was 
Injured by Ponce de Leon

Captain Richard J. Battle, one of the 
oldest traveling salesmen of Atlanta, 
who was badly injured when hit by a 
Ponce de Leon avenue street car Fri- 
d-.y morning, died Sunday at the resi- 
dence, 288 East North avenue. 

According to parties who witnessed 
the accident Friday morning, Captain 
Battle was crossing Peachtree street 
to board an incoming street car when 
he was hit by an outgoing Ponce de 
Leon car. He was rushed to his home 
following the accident and placed un- 
der the care of physicians, but from 
the first it was known that his inju- 
ries would probably prove fatal. 

Captain Battle was 71 years old and

BRITAIN IS GRATEFUL 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, February 11.—The srrat- 
itude of Great Britain for the very 
efficient and kindly work undertaken 
by the United States in caring for 
British interests in Germany was con- 
veyed to the state department todav 
in a dispatch from Ambassador }’age 
in 


Balfour. 


The authorities and a vast bulk of the 
people desire to avoid actual hostilities 
in any way consistent with the gen- 
eral lines of the present submarine pol- 
icy, but only in such a way. Accord- 
ingly, instructions were given, so the 
Associated Press has been reliably in- 
(formed, to submarine commanders be- 
'fore they started on their February 
mission, to take the safe side when 
neutral vessels, particularly American, 
were in question, whenever possible. 
Enemy merchantmen were ordered gto 
be sunk at sight, but neutral mer- 
chantmen were to be warned when such 
action was consistent with the objects 
of the campaign and the safety of their 
own ships. 

It was realized, however, after the 
prompt and resolute stand taken by 
President Wilson, that these orders 
could only be palliative and only de- 
fer, not avoid an ultimate break. Also, 
that if President Wilson stood by his 
announcement that the destruction of 
American lives or ships would be re- 
garded as an act of hostility, a casus 
belli must come sooner or later—prob- 
ably sooner on account of the number 
of Americans on enemy ships. More- 
over, there was the discretionary na- 
ture of the instructions to submarine 


,commanders, who were informed that 


while the careful course toward neu- 
trals was recommended and desired, 
they would no longer be subjected to 
punishment for departing from their 
former procedure of warning if. they 
feund this advisable. 


Germany Bent on Ruthlessness. 
‘It is considered that the only pos- 
“sibility of the avoidance of hostilities 
would result from a modification of its 
standpoint by one or the other side, and 
ao far as could be judged from the 
positive declaration of Alfred Zimmer- 
mann, German minister of foreign af- 
fairs, and other officials before the As- 


sociated Press correspondent’s depart- 


ure from Berlin, there was no probabil- 
ity that Germany would give way this 
time or abandon the ruthless cam- 
paign now started. 

German-American relations again and 
again have passed through crises ap- 
parently almost hopeless, but this time 
theycrisis is more difficult than the 
former ones and even the optimist can 
scarcely see any peaceful egress out 
of the impasse. 

From a neutral cable office it now 
is possible to tell the story of the de- 
velopment of the present crisis, on 
which the most rigid censorship has 
been applied in Germany. 

To the observer in 
proach of the crisis had been plainly 
and definitely evident since the rejec- 
tion of Germany’s peace overtures. [n- 
formation as to Gerinany’s definite de- 
cision to start a sharpened subma- 
rine war and even the form it would 
take, rmiamely, a blockade of specified

ships. 


Final Decision on Kaiser’s Birthday. 


The final decision on an out-and-out 
submarine campaign of ai so-called 
ruthless type apparently was taken at 
the grand Austro-German conference 
at German headquarters on the (Cer- 
man emperor's birthday, though the 
Associated Press heard the statement 
that submarines, departing several days 
earlier for gtations on the submarine 
hunting grounds, were provided. with 
contingent orders for this eventuality. 

The censorship, however, shut down 
tightly on any definite stntements or 
predictions of the approaching crisis, 
the Associated Press being then in- 
formed from usually reliable sougces 
that it was desired for marine and 
technical reasons to have the decision 
come as a surprise.

Washington, February 11.—American 
shipowners who have been holding 
their vessels in port because of in- 
ability to obtain guns for defense 
against submarines probably will have 
their difficulty solved in a few days. 
Strong intimations were given in of- 
, ficial quarters tonight’ that, while 
the government will not actually arm 


vise arming, a way will be found to 
put weapons at the disposal of owners 
who desire to prepare for defense 
against illegal attack. 

The enforced idleness of the Ameri- 
can merchant fleet is being viewed with 
growing disquiet, and the general view 
here is that not only the export trade, 
but the nation’s standing before the 
world demands that American vessels 
continue to ply the high seas without 
regard to the German proclamation 
which the government ha’s repudiated 
with the most severe means in its pow- 
er short of war. 

German Proposal Net Liked. 

The German proposal, delivered to 
the state department yesterday, that 
means be discussed to prevent the 
break in relations from resulting in 
war, apparently has struck no respon- 
sive chord here. No official would in- 
dicate today whether a reply already 
had been given, but there was no dis- 


was made clear everywhere in govern- 
ment circles that there was nothing 
to discuss unless Germany desired to 
stop abridging American rights and 
illegally menacing American life. 

In connection with the German sug- 
gestions, special interest attached to 
cable dispatches announcing that Em- 
peror William had called a conference, 
presumably to discuss the submarine 
campaign and the position of neutrals.

At the station Count Montgelas, head 
of the American section of the foreign 
office, and Herr von Prittwitz, nerson- 
al representative of Foreign Minister 
Zimmermann, were present to bid Mr. 
Gerard farewell. The diplomatic 
corps was represented by Polo v Ber- 
nabe, the Spanish ambassador, who is 
to take over the interests of the United 
States; Dr. Theotoky, the Greek min- 
ister; Baron Gevers, the Dutch minis- 
ter, and the diplomats of the South 
American republics.

fhe law requires that the appointment 
shall be made “‘by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate.” .As this office is one 
the duties of which are performed in Geor- 
gia, the senatorial responsibility according 
to the custom of the senate devolved upon 
the Georgia senators. 

You ask whether I advised the president 
that I would oppose your confirmation, and 
you ask, if this is true, my reasons for 
opposing it. While I cannot recognize your 
right to request me to repeat the substance 
of an interview which I had with the presi- 
dent, I will say to you very frankly that I 
cannot “‘consent’’ to your appointment as 
district judge for thé southern district of 
Georgia. 

The district court judge for the southern 
district of Georgia will hold office for life.

and lend a helping hand.” 


“The first and dearest work of this ad- 
ministration,” the governor said further on 
in his remarkable address, “will be a $u- 
preme effort to translate the tenants of the 
state into landiords. Here and now, in the 
presence of God and these witnesses, | con- 
secrate myself and all the power and pres- 
tige of my office to this endeavor. | shall 
neither rest nor permit the state to rest 
until every honest, industrious and frugal 
man who tills the soil has a decent chance 
to own it.” 

It is with a hearty sense of gratification 
that The Constitution reproduces elsewhere 
upon this page a portion of Governor 
Bickett’s address, and commends it to every 
thoughtful man and woman in Georgia; not 
alone because of the masterful manner in 
which the speaker expounds the doctrine of 
the pride of ownership as a factor in rural 
and civic development, but also because the 
truths he enunciates and the conclusions he 
draws as aptly apply to conditions in Geor- 
gia as to those in North Carolina. 

After all of the years of turmoil in Great 
Britain, immediately involving the peasant, 
there can be no nobler purpose of any civil- 
ized country than that to enable ‘the man 
who wants a home of his own, in city or 
country, and who is willing to work for it, 
‘to pay for and have it. 

Every man who builds and maintains a 
home would like to own it. The pride of 
ownership is a fundamental element in 
man’s composition. Every home-loving man 
cannot but be inspired and stimulated in 
the knowleee that every tree he plants is 
his; every gate he builds is his; every im- 
provement he makes, comfort he provides 
for, is his to enjoy while he lives and to 
pass on to his posterity when he dies. 
Civilization, in the broad and basic sense, 
is worked out only by and through the basic 
principle of the pride of ownership. 

In Georgia everybody—every white man 
and every negro—would be better off if he 
owned the land he tills and upon which he 
makes his home. 

The tenancy system is a curse to this 
state, and it is a curse to every state in 
which it exists—and it exists to a greater 
or less extent in them all. 

xsovernor Bickett’s remarks are as timely 
as they and his conclusions are refreshing. 
And the whole country is going to watch his 
administration, with keen anticipation and 
hope, to see how successful he will be in 
working out his fine principles. 


ELECTRIFICATION COMING. 


Recently the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul Railway company formally announced 
its determination to electrify its lines clear 
through to tide-water on Puget sound. This 
road, new in the far west, already employs 
électric current as its sole motive power 
through 400 miles of the Rocky and Cascade 
mountain ranges, and, according to the an- 
nouncement, the experiment has been so 
satisfactory and the results so successful 
that it has been decided to electrify the road 
to the Pacific coast. 

The company has found that the big 
electric engines haul heavy freight trains up 
grades “at a speed never attained by steam 
locomotives,” and with “surprising ease.”’ 

“The road has found no trouble in main- 
taining schedules even in the coldest weath- 
er, and operation has been free from the 
delays encountered when steam was tlhe 
motive power,” says the announcement. 

From the streams of the mountainous 
districts traversed is obtained the power 
furnishing the electricity.

locomotives, as does also the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific lines through the Cas- 
cades, every railroad serving our own sec- 
tion likewise should find it equally, if not 
more, profitable to employ 
water power to a similar purpose.

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North Carolina Governor 
Pledges Self to Assist

“The first and dearest work of this admin- 
istration will be a supreme effort to translate 
the tenants of the state into landlords. Here 
and now, in the presence of God and these 
witnesses, I consecrate myself, and all the 
power and prestige of my office, to this en- 
deavor. 1 shall neither rest nor permit the 
state to rest until every honest, industrious 
and frugal man who tills the soil has a decent 
chance to own it. [I am driven to this under- 
taking by the tyranny of a conviction that 
such a work is essential, not alone to the 
wholesome development, but to the enduring

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Among the household industries of the 
Philippines that of hat-making has in re- 
cent years become a leading one. In 1910, 
621,575 hats were exported, 189,190 of them 
coming to the United States. These figures 
indicate merely a small fraction of the pos- 
sible growth which the hat industry may 
assume when the islands are able to supply 


an increased demand. 
The National museum is fortunate in hav- 
ing a good collection of these hats, the 


manufacture of which is well described in 
a publication of the bureau of education, 
Manila, by Hugo H. Miller. Amony the dif- 
ferent styles and sorts of hats are some 
made of fibrous material obtained from the 
buri palm, which for fineness‘ of texture and 
finish surpass the well-known and immense- 
ly popular hats. Four different “straws” 
are obtained from the buri palm, which is 
one of the most valuable palms of the Phil- 
ippines, in variety of useful products. These 
four “straws” are raffia, buri straw, Kala- 
siao straw, and buntal straw, of which the 
production of buri straw is the more wide- 
spread. The last two varieties are produced 
commereially in two districts only. 

The buri straw is made from the un- 
opened buri leaf, whitened, washed, and cut 
to size before it is woven into the hats. 
These hats are loosely woven and cheap, 
and since they do not wear very well are 
not as popular as some of the others, al- 


»though they are manufactured in great num- 


bers for home trade by nearly every town. 
Six Weeks to Make a Hat. 


The Kalasiao hats are produced from the 
midribs of the unopened buri leaf in the 
town of that name in Pangasinan, and in 
Pototan, Iloilo Province, and a few neighbor- 
ing towns. Hats of this make are of several 
grades, the finest requiring six weeks or 
two months to complete. They are not pro- 
duced in sufficient quantities to warrant ex- 
tensive export outside the province. 

Buntal straw, which is exracted from 
the leaf-stem of the opened buri leaf, comes 
chiefly from Tayabas Province and upper 
Laguna. Tayabas town and Sariaya vbeig 
the iargest producers. <A peculiar feature 
of this branch of the industry is that the 
farmers who raise these palm trees fre- 
quently sell or rent them to persons who 
extract the fibers. Considerable dexterity 
is required to get the fibers out of the cut 
stems of these palm leaves. It is usually 
done by practiced strippers who know just 
when and how to cut the leaves and secure 
the best results. When the stems are cut 
they are opened at one end. Several are 
then seized and drawn slowly out of the 
stem. The whole stem cannot be beaten as 
this discolors the fibers, and therefore con- 
necessary on the part of 
the stripper, else the fibers be broken. The 
extracted fibers are round and of a light 
straw color, and vary in length. They also 
vary in size and have to be assorted and 
graded before use, after they are cured, dried 
and flattened. 


The “Over and Under” Weave. 


Most of these Buntal or Lukban hats are 
made with the “over and under” weave, a 
process to which the tough buntal readily 
lends itself. After the weaver finishes his 
work the hats are turned over to a fin- 
isher who completes the edge but leaves 
it plain, uncurled and untrimmed. The hats 
are then scrubbed and dried, and go to the 
dealers, most of whom prefer to keep them 
unironed until ready for sale, since the 
ironing is very important in giving the 
hats the proper finish. The ironer also 
tightens the protruding. straws to curl the 
brim. They are articttlarly well‘ adapted 
for shaping, and” usually hold well after 
being ironed and blocked. Buntal hats dif- 
fer greatly from Panamas; they are pliable, 
have a silky texture, a light appearance 
when on the head, and but little weight. 
Besides these valuable properties, these 
hats seem to be longer lived than those 
from Panama. 

Very lately buntal straw has been im- 
ported into Baliwag, and there woven into 
beautiful hats of a “close” e- “sawali’”’ 
weave. These hats, known as Buntal- 
Sawali hats, when made from the finest 
grade of buntal are by far the finest of 
the Philippine product. 

These Philippine hats have won a cer- 
tain popularity in this country, but oddly 
enough not under their true name, but as 
“Bangkok,” “East Indian Panama.” or even 
“Itailan Straw.” 

The museum collections comprises some 
30 of these hats, and includes many speci- 
mens of the fiber and straw employed in 
their manufacture. 

The special Philippine exhibit,. showing 
the work done in the Philippine Islands, 
which was once before shown in the museum, 
will be again opened to the public in a 
few days, through the generosity of the 
Philippine bureau of education.

On the same lines is the recent statement 
of Mr. A. C. Bedford, president of the Stand- 
ard Oil company of New Jersey: 

“If we are to succeed in competition with 
other countries after the war, the public 
the government and the press must adopt a 
fairer and more liberal attitude toward the 
men who are trying to do the business of the 
country. In every other country than this 
where business is successfully carried on, it 
is done with the support and co-operation 
of the government, and industrial circles 
abroad have been unable to understand the 
contrary policy pursued here.” 

Are we so busy, prosperous and thought- 
less that we do not think of these things, 
or that we will think of thém only when it 
is too late?

We are just crossing the threshold of what 
seems to be an period in the 
industrial expansion of the nation. Yet how 
are our prepared to méet their 
great problem’ in 1901l—as we have al- 
ready seen—they met it by an expansion of 
their physical facilities,. But in 1901 the 
railroads had credit. In 1917 the credit of 
many of them has become a rather doubtful 
matter,. And this, of course, has been a se- 
rious detriment to their expansion—to put 
it mildly. 

An analysis of the

1907, the last of the ‘big years” iti railroad 
traffic, compared with that. of 1914, the most 
recent year whose figures are available, is 
illuminating in estimating railroad credit to- 
day, or the lack of it. The passenger-mile— 
representing the progress of one train over 
one mile of track—is the unit of that form of 
traffic.

“On the Julian front the enemy ar- 
tillery showed increased activity, In 
the area east of Gorizia on the night 
Friday after heavy artillery and 
trench mortar preparation the enemy 
in considerable force attacked our po- 
sitions on the western slopes of Santa 
Caterina northwest of San Marco, and 
east of Vertoibizza, between Sober and 
the Gorizia-Dornberg railway. After 
heavy fighting the enemy was repulsed 
nearly everywhere. Some verv small 
portions of our front line trenches 
which have not yet been reoccupied 
are kept under our heavy Darrayve fire. 
We captured more than 70 prisoners. 

‘In Albania two enemy reconnoit- 
seaplanes were brought down 
in the vicinity of Schlno. Four avia- 
tors and one machine were captured. 
The other machine sank.”

OF DISTRIBUTIVE TRADE 


Confidence Still a Conspic- 
uous Feature in Trade and 
Industry, Says Dun’s Re- 
port. 


Dun’s report says: 


PROVES BIG SUCCESS. 


International possibilities still domi- 
‘mate all markets and cause a waiting 
policy in many quarters, though con- 
fidence remains a conspicuous feature 
in trade and industrial circles. Finan- 
cial conditions are intrinsically sound 
and banking resources unprecedented, 
but doubts about foreign affairs re- 
strict offerings of money and prompt 
business interests to defer important 
engagements for the future. Prepara- 
tions are in progress to meet any eco- 
nomic contingency and some products 
heve been withdrawn from sale in an- 
ticipation of federal requirements, gov- 
ernment demands already being a fac- 
tor in certain branches. Absence of 
speculative tendencies in producing and 
distributing channels is a favorable 
augury, and generally the commercial 
situation is more wholesome than might 
be expected after many months of al- 
most uninterrupted expansion. 

With buyers and sellers alike adopt- 
ing a cautious attitude, new commit- 
ments are in lessened volume, though 
in some instances the inquiry has 
broadened and in all lines current 
needs continue extensive, in spite of 
the high prices. Low temperatures 
and snow have stimulated retail buy- 
ing of heavyweight apparel and other 
seasonable products in many sections, 
yet the storms further retard ship- 
ments and there is continued complaint 
of delayed movements of raw mate- 
rials and merchandise. Largely as a 
result of the transportation congestion, 
outputs are maintained with difficulty 
and in some cases diminish, while the 
inadequate labor supply still adds to 
the burdens of producing interests. 
Bank clearing are su'stained in note- 
worthy volume and remain in excess of 
the then unprecedented figures of 1916, 
the gain at leading centers outside 
—— York this week being 50.0 per 
cent. 


GUTTON ADVANCED 
DURING PAST WEER 


New Orleans, February  11.—After 
Standing at the advance prattically 
throughout last week, the cotton mar- 
ket closed at a net gain of 49 to 66 
points, compared to the previous 
week’s final quotations. The highest 
prices were reached on the opening 
session, a bulge carrying them upward 
86 to 103 points to a net gain of 66 
to 82 points. 

The chief effect of the unsettled atate 
of international politics was to drive 
traders out of the market. With iittle 
cotton for sale, moderate buying had 
more efiect than usual. The demand 
was stimulated by accounts of much 
coaton lost at sea since inauguration 
of unrestricted warfare, and later, bv 
reports that entente merchant vessels 
would be convoyed across the Atlan- 
tic by warships. This led to the claim 
by bullish traders that the export 
movement would soon be on the basis 
of former times. 

The census bureau figures, showing 
a consumption during 1916 of 582,710 
bales of linters by powder mills against 
244,003 in 1915 were accepted as mean- 
ing that if this country were drawn 
into war, powder manufacturers would 
be forced to consume cotton poecause 
of the exhaustion of linter supplies. 
This and the report that the United 
States government was in the market 
for nine million yards of cotton zoods 
for war purposes put a pace bullish 
aspect on the war talk of the week. 

On the closing session dispatches 
from Washington were interpreted as 
indicating war was not as imminent as 
it has seemed of late. This week, 
which begins Tuesday owing to the 
observance of the anniversary of Lin- 
coln’s birth. the market can hardly 
fail to remain in the grip of outside 
influences as represented by the politi- 
cal situation, as long as that situation 
continues of such prime importance. 


DUKE OF NORFOLK GOES 
INTO THE GREAT BEYOND 


London, February 11.—The Duke of 
Norfolk, ranking member of the Eng- 
lish nobility and the foremost English 
Catholic, died in London today. 

The death of the duke was rather 
sudden, the first announcement of his 
serious illness having been made on 
Saturday. Prayers were offered today 
in the leading Catholic churches for the 
repose of his soul. 

The heir to the dukedom, the Earl 
of Arundel and Surrey, who is 8 years 
old, comes into an estate estimated at 
300,000 pounds annually. 


Henry Fitzalan-Howard, fifteenth 
uke of Norfolk, was born December 
1297, 1847. He was earl marshal and 
' hereditary marshal and chief butler of 
England. In virtue of his office as 
marshal, he was the titular manager of 
ceremonies upon occasions of royal 
pageantry and as such officiated at the 
coronation of George V. as king. 
| The Duke of Norfolk was notably 
‘prominent in English Catholic affairs, 
land in 1887 was the special envoy of 
Queen Victoria to the jubilee of Pope 
Leo in 1887. He also had been active 
in politics at times and in 1895 was 
made postmaster general, as such doing 
notable work in the organization of the 
imperial penny postage. Until 1912 he 
was colonel of the Fourth Sussex regi- 
ment and saw service in South Africa. 
As chairman of the executive commit- 
tee for relief in Belgium hé supervised 
the collection of funds in the British 
empire for Belgian relief.

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YG DRAINAGE PROECT 
ORGANIZED IN COBB 


Acworth Drainage Association 
‘Formed for Purpose of Re- 
claiming 1,500 Acres. 


a 


Marietta, February 11.—(Special.)— 
One of the largest land reclamation 
projects ever organized in Georgia has 
becn formed in Cobb county, with the 
aid of a government engineer and of 
prominent citizens who have signed 
their willingness to back a $25,000 im- 
provement. 

Between the Procter and Altatoona 
creek’s, near Acworth, 1,500 acres of 
potentially good farm land have long 
been only partly useful because low 
and swampy. The reclamation project 
organized is for the digging of a mod- 
ern ditch for some ten miles through 
this area, and its gradual extension to 
a fifteen mile length. 

Work Will Soon Start. 

Petition has been made to the courts 
for authority for the Acworth Drain- 
age association, under which name the 
farmers interested and the backers of 
| the project among the county’s busi- 
ness men have incorporated, to issue 
$25,000 worth of bonds to pay for the 
construction. ‘These bonds, according 
to a state law covering such issues, 
will be payable at the end of thirteen 
years with interest at six per cent. It 
is believed that the actual work of 
construction will be begun within six 
weeks. 

J. V. Phillips, an engineer of the 
bureau of rural and draining engineer- 
ing of the department of agriculture at 
Washington, carefully surveyed all the 
affected territory and reported that the 
drainage ditch was entirely feasible, 
outlining a route for the main ditch 
from the W. & A. crossing over the 
Altatoona to the Procter crossing of 
the Dixie highway one mile south of 
Acworth. This main ditch will be from 
twelve to twenty feet wide and ten 
feet deep. 

Formally Organized Saturday. 

The formal organization of the as- 
sociation was made Saturday after the 
report of Mr. Phillips had. been con- 
sidered. More than fifty enthusiastic 
farmers and business men, not only 
of the affected district, but of the 
county generally were present, and the 
bond issue petition was immediately 
drawn up and signed. The owners of 
the 1,500 acres to be reclaimed will 
pay pro rata the cost of construction, 
the rating’s being based not only upon 
the amount of acreage, but upon its 
class and distance from the more 
swampy stretches. 

Judge N. A. Morris, of Marietta, was 
elected president of the association 
and E. W. Ray, of Acworth, secre- 
tary. Application has been made to 
the department of agriculture for the 
services of two more engineers to 
proceed bevond the preliminary ‘sur- 
vey and recommendations of Mr. Phil- 
lips and actually to see the work be- 
gun.
